Besiege Him in Drug 
Store, but He 
Escapes. 


‘Mayor James Edward Reeves, of 
Argo and Summit and machine shop 
foreman for the Corn Products Refin- 
‘ing company, whose employés are on 
a strike, “abdicated” last night. He 
‘left his two jobs behind and fled in an 
automobile pursued by women strik- 
ers and wives of men who are out. 

Various reasons were assigned for 
| Mayor Reeves’ “ abdication.” One was 
to the effect that he was blamed for 
the start of the battle between guards 
at the plant and striking employés 
Tuesday night, in which two men were 
killed qnd eighteen others shot. The 
second was that he is alleged to have 
been aiding the company to break the 
}strike, by trying to induce shopkeep- 
.ers of the village to curtail credit ex- 
tended to the men &nd their wives. 


No Pause in Flight.

Besieged in Drug Store. | 

He remained there about two hours 
and sought to slip out by the rear door, 
| but was detected by the women pickets 
_after he had started down an alley. 
| They called more women and men and 
a small crowd started chasing him. He 
outdistanced them, and about two 
blocks away from the start of the 
chase Mayor Reeves hailed a friend in 
a passing automobile, which soon left 
the pursuers behind. 

Where he went or when he is com- 
ing back no one seems to know. Some 
said that he slipped into the strike- 
bound plant by a rear entrance, but 
the majority stated that he left the 
village, and that it would be some time 
before he came back. 

Home Seems Deserted. 

Inquiry at the plant gained nothing, 
for they said he had not been seen in 
there since noon. His home at 7518 
West Fifty-seventh place appeared to 
be deserted, the shades drawn, and re- 
peated rings at the dobr bell brought 
no response. Nor could his wife be 
found. 

From reliable authority a TrrsunE 
reporter learned that the company had 
been preparing for the strike and two 
auto trucks loaded with cots had been 
started to the plant Tuesday afternoon. 
The drivers learned that a strike was 
on and halted their cars at Fifty- 
seventh and Archer avenue, refusing 
re go farther unless assured of police 
protection. 


Sends Police Escort. 

Charles Jottannes, chief of the com- 
pany’s private police department, met 
\them and called Mayor Reeves on the 
, telephone, asking for police protection. 
The mayor is said to have responded 
with his force; consisting of three men, 
‘and the convoy started for the plant in 
Argo, @ mile away. Meanwhile Jo- 
/hannes and six deputy sherifs that 
fren with him started back to the 
‘plant inan automobile ~~ 
As they got to the gate the strikers 
are said to have atta¢éked them, knock- 
ing Johannes down, and the riot in 
which over 100 shots were fired, start- 
ed. Johannes and the guards with him 
and others inside of the gate*are said 
to have started the ghooting to pro- 
tect their lives against the crowd 
armed with clubs, stones, and revol- 
vers.

New York, July 9.—[Special.]—Out 
of the blaze of light at Roosevelt field, 
Mineola, L. I., the R-34 rose at 11:55 
o'clock and was off on its return trip 
across the Atlantic. The start had 
been delayed due to the fact that Brig. |

rushed from Manhattan to Mineola in 
an automobile. 

When he arrived he dashed from 
the machine without waiting to don 
aviation garb.

Herr Kreizig, Socialist, Prof. Schueck- 
ing, Democrat; Dr. Traub, National par- 
ty, and Herr Kahl, Peoples’ party, all 
vidlently protested the injustice of the 
treaty, the impossibility of its fulfill- 
ment, and declaring that the day of 
Germany’s liberation would come. 

These speeches were greeted with 
such turbulent applause and.handclap- 
ping that the president of the assembly, 
Herr Fehrenbach, called attention to 
the fact that handclapping was against 
the rules, and threatene@ to have the 
galleries cleared. The debate, however, 
proceeded, with similar speeches by | 
othr members and similar applause. 

Favor Neutral Court. 

The National party introduced an 
amendment in favor of ratifying with 
the express reserve that the sanction 
of international law experts of repute 
should first be obtained eoncerninkz 
articles 227 to 230, and that a neutral 
court should be created to. investigate 
the responsibility for the war. 

In the course of the debate President 
Fehrenbach protested against Alsace- 
Lorraine being torn from Germany. 
He said that the treaty of 1871_simply 
made good what had. been-taken from 
Germany 150 years before. He hoped 
that the people of Alace-Lorraine would 
preserve their German character, cus 
toms, and civilization. “4

JAPAN’S “APOLOGY.” 


{Boston Transecfipt.} 
An official announcement that Japan had apolo- 


gized for the indignities inflicted upon Américan 
troops at Tientsin by Japanese subjects is followea 
by & Washington dispatch that the apology is 
deeted insufficient by the department of state. Act. | 
ing Secetary of State Phillips is quoted as warning 
the Gofrespondents that the Tientsin incidenitAs pot 
yet closed. While declining to diséiss the tatter 


officially for publication, he left his visitors with the 
impression that the terms of the apology offered 
were regarded as altogether insufficient. 

The reluctance of the department to fegard the 
apology as meeting its demands will not be oriti- 
ised by those who keep in mind the treatment ac- 
coPdéd Corporal Rohfer of the 15th infantry. His 
commanding officer, Col. Wilder, reported that 
Rohner was stabbed from behind by a Japanese bay- 
onet, thrown into the courtyard of a Japanese Police 
station, and left there bleeding and half naked after 
he had beén identified as an American officer. 

The Japanese apology covering Corporal Rohner’s 
treatment ts couched In the following words of Gen. 
Kemel: have the honor to communicate 
to you my deep regret for the possible lack of friend- 
liness and caution on the part of the Japanese, even | 
though in the midst of confusion, in treating the | 
wounded Ameérican soldier on thé same night.”

Reduction Plant Opens 
Today, Teams Start 
Tomorrow. 


That unpleasant and unhealthy smell 
witeh has been hanging over Chicago 
al.evs for a fortnight will begin to dis- 
apoear tomorrow morning, and by Sun- 
day night it will have vanished, for 


the strike of the city garbage handlers 
was settled yesterday—temporarily at 


least. 


Representatives of the unions iIn- 
volved notified the superintendent of 
the municipal garbage reduction plant 
that the 800 team operators had decid- 
ed to accept the city’s offer of $9 a day 
until the finance committee can adjust 
the differences existing between the 
city and team owners. Heretofore the 
city has paid $7 team. The 1,000 
garbage handlers also accepted the 
city’s offer of $3.80 a day. The old 


daily wage was $3. 
Garbage Piled Up. 


Felix Mitchell, superintendent of 
streets, decided, however, that only the 
200 employés of the garbage reduction 
plant should go to work this morning, 
inasmuch as there are already 500 tons 
of garbage at the plant which must 
be reduced before the accumulations 
in the city streets and alleys can be 


taken care of. Tornorrow morning, how- 
ever, the teams will be back on the job 
and garbage will be hauled from the 
alleys to the reduction plant as usual. 
The finance committee continued its 
struggle yesterday to find the $1,800.- 
000 demanded by the other city em- 
ployés who are either on strike or are 
threatening to strike. 
Plans Contract Teaming. 

At an evening session of the finance 
committee, Charles R. Francis, com- 
missioner of public works, was heard. 
As a’ means of saving money he pro- 
posed that the present system of re- 
moving garbage from the city’s streets 
and alleys by 1,200 teams owned by 
private parties be done away with and 
that the garbage be removed under 
contract. In the past the private team 
system has led to much trouble and 
inefficiency and there have often been 
charges that it was used for political 
purposes. 

Mr. Francis said that recently he had 
had an offer from a man who desires to 
establish “ piggeries” near Chicago. 
This man, the commissioner said, 
would be willing to remove Chicago's 
garbage without pay in order to feed 
it to pigs. 

Should the scheme be adopted the 
municipal garbage reduction plant, 
built at a cost of more than $1,000,000 
under the régime of former Mayor 
Harrison, will be a “white elephant” 
on the hands of the city.

Roosevelt Road Viaduct 


The first shovelful of dirt was turned 
up yesterday by Deputy Commissioner 
of Public Works William Burkhardt 
for the superstructure of the Roosevelt 
road viaduct, formerly known as the 
Twelfth street viaduct. Mr. Burk- 
hardt estimated that the work will be 
completed by July 1, 1921. The via- 
duct, which will extend from Wabash 
avenue to Canal street, will cost $3,500,- 
000 and will be 3,986 feet long. Its

Yesterday 
Attorney O’Brien discovered his stat- 
ute covering crimes by juveniles, and 
a little later made the other discovery 
concerning Margaret's age. 

If the records of the Juvenile court 
are correct Margaret is 16, although 
she looks to be at least five years 
older. But, 16 or not, she will hang 
if the jury grants the state's attor- 
ney’s demands. The limit will be 
asked, according to Mr. Hoyne’s aids. 

The state takes the view she killed 
deliberately and in cold blood. Until 
yesterday her statements tended to 
support this theory. Now she has 
changed roles from tragedienne to in- 
genue, 

She wept as she told how she loved 
Burr and spoke of his haunting face. 

She was asked about the expected 


baby. 

“O,” she cried, taken by 
“who said that?” And she repudiated 
the former story, only to reassert it 


later. 
Can Be Hanged at 14? 

Mr. O’Brien’s statement that a jave- 
nile crime statute would prevent in- 
flicting the death penalty caused sur- 
prise to attorneys and judges.

ing insects and worms. Corn or,sun-

Although chickens may be hatched 
from strong vigorous stock and care-

attention during the warm weather. 
Whenever it is possible growing chicks 
should be allowed free range, so that 
they may obtain as much natural 
green food, such as grass, alfalfa, and 
clover, as they need. Green feed is 
an excellent tonic for chickens, and 
when they cannot get on range such 
substitutes as sprouted oats, cut clover, 
lawn clippings, alfalfa, or 
leaves should be fed daily. 

As a supplement to the green food 
a grain mixture consisting of six

Kaffir corn, should be fed where pos- 
sible. The ration may be varied ac- 
cording to grains available, providing 
the feeding value is maintained. 

In addition to the above feed, a dry 
mash made of two pounds of corn 
meal, one pound of middlings, four 
pounds of rolled oats, two pounds of 
wheat bran, and one-half pound of 
meat scraps could be profitably fed in 
a hopper to which the chicks have ac- 
cess at all times. 

The importance of clean, fresh water 
cannot be overestimated. In very hot 
weather water should be provided twice 
daily, and wherever possible the water- 
ing vessels should be kept in the shade. 
The water pans must be cleaned every 
day before being refilled. Where both 
chickens and largé fowls have access 
to the same range, a wire covered 
frame should be made to protect the 
feed intended for the young chickens. 
An opening of about 4 inches should be 
left at the bottom of the frame so that 
the chicks may run under to get their 
feed.
